The fire thia 
morning was again, in the Western District, 
bat much nedror the Contral Station: -Tho 
spot of the outbreak was the house No, 48 
Queen's Toad West, a little ta tha Weat of 
‘the offices of the Man On Insurance Oom- 
“pany.

‘from these “housvs in’ such“ hugo..tongues 
avhen ‘the. packages: ‘of ‘gunpowder ‘ex- 
ploded that the houses on the opposite side 
Hof tho street: caught fire..

THE IN&VITABLE WAR. 
GERMANY AND FRANCE, 

Tho general debate un the. new Army 
Law was resumed in the Reichstag on Dec. 
4, and resulted in tho measure being refer- 
red for detailed and secret consideration to 
a Select Committee, to which tha War Mi. 
nister can epeak with moro, candour than in 
the open Houee, with the French aiid Rus- 
sinns serutinising’ every, word he. utters, 
Tho main interost of the debate centred’ in 
a speech by the octogenariun Count Moltke, 
who was naturally listened to with rapt at. 
tention. It is not often that the -great 
ailent one asks the car of tho Honse—per- 
haps ‘once in a year or 80; but when. he 
ddes so, and it is always on a military sub- 
ject, bis words ure received with the rever- 
ence due to an oracle.

THE P. AND 0. COMPANY'S 
ANNUAL MEETING. 


Tho forty-sixth annual meoting of tho 
Poniusular and Oriental Stexm Navigation 
Company was liokl on ths 7th Docombor at 
the offices, Leatlunhiull-street, MrT. Suther- 
land, M.P., presiding, . 

As everything conneeted with the work- 
ing of thia gignntic corporation is of interoat 
fo rosidentain this part of the world, we giro 
the major portion of Mr Sutherland's speech 
in moving the adoption of the report :— 

. Ho statod that the company’s flect, includ. 
ing the vosacls now undor construction, 
which would bo completed in the course.of 
Noxt year, woult amount to the very lurge 
tonnage of 200,000 tons. By tha time it 
was all pat-l for—and it would be vary easily 
peid for in existing circumstineos—tho ton- 
nago would have cost them aot muck less 
than £6,000,000; and he thought they 
might claim, whatover other murit or de- 
morit might attach to the company, to be 
by=far tho largest corporation engaged in 
shipping business under the English flag, 
and ho prosnined he might say under any 
other flay, ‘They had enterad intu contracts. 
with Masses Harland and Wolffand Mossrs*} 
Oaird aid Co. for the constéuctionfof four 
very large vessels. In his speech last June 
he shadows forth the probability’ of an 
operation of that kind ‘baing avo outered 
into by the directors: Ho might give them 
some idua of the Leaocdinary: change 
which had taken place inthe eatrying trado 
of the country by ‘mentioning that thirty 
goats ayo the directura constructed: afvessel 

. callod the ‘Himalaye, which he believed was 
then the largest merchant vessel in the 
world, She was, in fact, found to be so 
large that she had to be disposad of inime- 
diately to the Admiralty, for whom she had 
sincy been doing exesllont wark asa tran- 
sport. Tho four vessels, howeyer, which 
wero now being enustructed for the com- 
pany would bo almost twice the size’ of the 
Bimalaya, waa ho belioved they would not 
be found tov large for the trade in which it 
wag contomplited to employ them—chiefiy, 
ho might say, in the trade of the Anstralian 
colonies, which were developing so rapidly | 
in commerce with this country. He fouud 
that during the torm of the present mail 


had built altogether $2,000 tons of shipping 
at acost of £2,260,000, besides having ox- 
pended bet woun £500,000and £600,000in im- 
provements on thoit older vessels, The men- 
tion of these fizures would give the proprie- 
toragome idea, at all events, of the great cust 
«at which the mail service which their com- 
pany andertoolk had to be earricd out, 
though there were people going about stat- 
ing that a mail servico could be carried on 
for nothing or noxt to nothing. While 
stating that they had built in the past 
seven years 82,000 tons uf shipping, ho 
should montion that in the same period 
they had diapoaed of 13,000 tuns, leaving 
anet halance of snine 60,000 tons of new 
shipping, which had accrued: to their fleet. 
He tid from time to tims stronyly de- 
precated tho extensive shipbuilding which 
had heon.carried on in this coun-ry of Jate 
years, and it might be suopused by some, 
in view of that fact, and in viow of the 
additional tonnaze which they had thein- 
selves built that the precept and practice of 
-tho company were somewhat at variance. 
SB far, however, from haviny strained their 
resources in tho shipbuilding they had 
undertaken, it would’ have been compara.
